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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Claim Numbering 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not).

4. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 8, and 24-27 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the image projection system of claim 1 , in 
particular the limitations that there is a single birefringence-compensating element 
present on that side of the liquid crystalline material having its active rubbing direction 
and having a tilted optical director profile whose projection in the plane of the polarizers 
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encloses an angle having a value 0° < $ < 15° with the active rubbing direction. Claim 1 
is therefore allowed, as are claims 2, 5, 7, 8, and 24-27 which depend on it.
